The charter proposed by the Free- 
holders must give the city clear and 
specific power to create, own and operate 
public utilities, he said. When a city 
makes and distributes its gas, its eleo- 
tric ight and power and owns and oper- 
ates its street railway system, Dr. Boyd 
gaid the people's hearts would be stirred 
by the opportunities of doing something 
for the city and men would be found 
ready and willing to give their time to 
the work.

He was so independent 
in spirit that, even though blind, he 
would accept the least possible assist- 
ance, and the accident was due-to this 
unwijlingness to acknowledge his need of 
help. :

The surviving mem- 
bers of the family are the widow, Mrs 
Julia Laurence Jones, a son, A. W. Jones

After the war he went to New York 
and practiced law, and removing to 
New Jersey, became active in politics 
and in corporation management: He 
was at one time a vice-president of the

only Democrat elected from his district 
for many years.
